His investigation re- 
sulted ‘in a sensational disclosure on 
May 28. At almost’the same hour that 
Lorimer was standing on the floor of 
the United States Senate defending his 
election and declaring that the bribery 
charg2s were part of a conspiracy to 
ruin him politically, Senator D. W. 
Holstlaw, a banker of Iuka, confessed 
that he received $2500 for voting for 
Lorimer. 

While political Illinois was being 
shaken by the revelations of bribery in 
the election of Lorimer and the dis- 
closures that big ‘‘jack pots’ were ac- 
cumulated annually from interests wish- 
ing favorable legislation, the United 
States Senate decided to make an in- 
vestigation whether the Illinois Sena- 
tor’s seat was won by corruption and 
whether he should be permitted to re- 
tain it. — 

Senate Begins Investigation.

Burrows of Michigan, began 
its inquiry. Browne as well as other

quarryman, gave his wife two $10. gold 
pieces every Saturday night for the 
household and her personal expenses, 
but almost invariably borrowed one of 
them back about Monday or Tuesday, 
according to testimony Friday in Mrs. 
Ella Mulholland Pickel’s suit for sepa- 
rate maintenance. : 
The witness was Mrs. Ernest H. Ri¢h- 


ardson of 5568 Waterman avenue, a 
friend of Mrs. Pickel’s, who was known 
in the coterie of which they were mem- 
bers as “Tracy, the Outlaw.” Her 
maiden:name was Tracy. ig 

- “When Mrs, Pickel complained that 
she could not clothe herself and lit- 
tle Freddie and run the house and 
pay the maid on $10 a week,” Mrs. 
Richardson testified. ‘her husband 
weuld accuse her of extravagance. 1 
know that she was not extravagant, 
because I have been shopping with 
her. and she was a_ great bargain 
hunter, 

“She made nearly all her own 
clothes, and Mrs. Pickel used to send 
her cast-off garments to be made 
over for herself. As a matter of fact 
Mrs. Pickel was much more concerned 
about her son’s appearance than her 
own 

“Ella was left alone at night four »: 
five times a week. Mr. Pickel drank 
and often stayed away all night. I re- 
member one night.we were dining on 
the Hamiltan Hotek roof garden, and 
she rebuked him for something disre- 
‘spectful he said about a woman at one 
of the tables. He got into a huff, and 
Mrs. Pickel had to go home alone. 

“T have often heard Mr. Pickel] say 
that he was sorry he had married 
Ella. He said he ought to have mar- 
ried Emma Schultz and that she was 
the only woman he ever loved. 

“He told Ella she.could get out of the 
house ‘if she didn’t like his ways, but 
that she couldn’t take Freddie along.

Fallen Banker Admits Larceny 
of $27,000 From the Wash- 
ington Savings Bank. 


SEVEN MORE INDICTMENTS 


He Is Remanded to the Tombs 
and Will Be Sentenced March 
27; Jerome Out of Case. 


By Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, March 1.—Joseph G. 
Robin, the fallen banker, pleaded guilty 
today to an indictment charging him 
with the larceny of $27,000 from the 
Washington Savings Bank, of which he 
formerly was president. Seven indict- 
ments against him remain. He was re- 
manded to the Tombs until March 27, 
when he will be sentenced. 

The collapse of Robin’s defense of in- 
sanity put forward by his sister, Dr. 
Louise Robinovitch, and his counsel, 
William Travers Jerome, was foreshad- 
owed last night when it was reported 
trat Robin said he was_ “tired of all 
this fooling;’’ but it caused a stir inf 
the courtroom none the less. 

Rejected by Sanatorium. 

On the night before the Northern 
Bank of New York, fh which Robin also 
was interested, went into the hands of 
the State Superintendent of Banks, 
Robin was committed to a private sani- 
torium on affidavits sworn out by his 
sister and two physicians. The sanitori- 
um rejected him and he returned fo the 
jurisdiction of the court and submitted 
to arrest. 

On the day hé was arrested Robin at- 

tempted suicide on the way to court by 
swallowing poison, but the prompt use 
of a stomach pump saved him. 
On motion of Jerome, alienists were 
appointed by the State and defense to 
examine his sanity and they reported 
unanimously that he was incompetent 
to undertake a defense. A jury ‘sitting 
under Judge Swann rejected the find- 
ings of the alienists and Judge Swann 
complimented the jury on its “horse 
sense.” 

The case came to trial Monday, and 
Jerome’s preliminary motions to dismiss 


lon the ground that the defendant was 
insane ‘were overruled by Justice Sea- | 


bury. Jerome followed with a searching 
examination of each talesmman and all 
indications were that the case would be 
fought to the last ditch. 

Then Jerome decided to withdraw from 
the defense, and Robin, through: other 
counsel, pleaded guilty. 

Through Robin’s operations the Wash- 
ington Savings Bank, the Northern 
Bank of New York, the Carnegie Trust 
Co. and a string of minor concerns 
which he promoted went into insolvency. 
No full statement of his larcentes has 
yet been made public by the State ex- 
aminers.
